Title 11I-B funds helped to develop the infrastructure of State Units on
Aging (SUAs), Area Agencies on Aging (AAAs), and local community
providers, collectively known as the “aging network.”

The aging network works in local communities to support older persons
throughout the United States. The Title I1I-B program helps the aging
network to serve as the entry point into the long-term care system,
providing critical information, case management services, and direct
funding of long-term care services for individuals who otherwise might go
without needed assistance.
